UN chief urges new global 
fight against piracy 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) - 
Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon is calling for stepped-up 
global action to combat the 
"alarming" increase in pirate 
attacks, which topped 400 last 
year. 

The U.N. chief told a Gen¬ 
eral Assembly meeting on 
piracy yesterday that the 
largest concentration of at¬ 
tacks has been off the coast of 
East Africa. 


Rear Admiral Peter Hud¬ 
son of the European Union 
Naval Force trying to combat 
piracy off the coast of Somalia 
said that between February 
and May, there has been "a 
huge surge" in the number of 
vessels going to sea for piracy. 

Ban called for a reassess¬ 
ment of what’s working and 
what needs to be improved to 
combat piracy. 


Space shuttle Atlantis soars 
on final voyage 



CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida 
(AP) - Space shuttle Atlantis 
thundered away on its final 
voyage to orbit yesterday, 
hoisting an experienced crew 
of six and a full shipment of 
space station gear. 

Atlantis sped through a per¬ 
fectly clear afternoon sky, 
blazing a trail over the Atlantic 
before huge crowds eager to 
catch one of the few remaining 
shuttle launches. 

Its destination is the Inter¬ 
national Space Station, which 
was soaring over the South Pa¬ 
cific at the time of liftoff. The 
shuttle should catch up with 
the orbiting complex and its 
six residents Sunday. 

More than 40,000 guests — 
the biggest launch-day crowd 
in years — descended on the 
Kennedy Space Center and the 
roads leading into it, all of 
them eager to witness Atlantis' 
last launch. The shuttle 
obliged, roaring off the pad 
right on time. 

"Good luck, godspeed and 
have a little fun up there," 
launch director Mike Leinbach 
told the astronauts just before 
liftoff. He said he was spea¬ 
king on behalf of all those who 
have worked on Atlantis since 
the beginning. 

"If you don't mind, we'll 
take her out of the barn and 
make a few more laps around 


the planet," replied com¬ 
mander Kenneth Ham. 

The astronauts — all repeat 
space fliers and all men — 
couldn't resist a little humor 
before they got down to busi¬ 
ness. They showed up for their 
steak and cheeseburger break¬ 
fast wearing blue and black 
smoking jackets, white shirts 
and black bow ties. It was 
probably the most formal attire 
ever worn by astronauts on 
launch day, even it was just for 
a quick photo. 

The only concern during 
yesterday's countdown in¬ 
volved a small ball bearing 
found in Atlantis' payload bay 


earlier this week. Engineers 
scrambled to determine the 
bearing likely came from a 
spacewalk camera, and cleared 
the launch with just minutes 
remaining. 

The 12-day mission is the 
last one for Atlantis, the fourth 
in NASA's line of space shut¬ 
tles. Only two flights remain 
after this one, by Discovery 
and Endeavour. NASA plans 
to end the 30-year program by 
the end of this year. 

Atlantis rocketed into orbit 
for the first time in 1985. This 
will be its 32nd trip and the 
132nd shuttle flight overall.

Dutch boy told family died in Libya 
plane crash 


New al Qaeda in Iraq chief 
vows blood-soaked days 


TRIPOLI, Libya (AP) - Rela¬ 
tives broke the news to a Dutch 
boy who is the sole survivor of 
a plane crash in Libya that his 
parents and brother died in the 
disaster, as authorities said the 
9-year-old would return home 
today. 

Rescuers found Ruben van 
Assouw still strapped in his 
seat and breathing in an area of 
desert sand strewn with the 
plane’s debris. His father, 
mother and 11 -year-old 
brother are believed to have 
been among the 103 people on 
board who were killed 
Wednesday when their flight 
from South Africa crashed 
short of the runway in Tripoli. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama angrily 
decried the "ridiculous specta¬ 
cle" of oil industry officials 
pointing fingers of blame for 
the catastrophic spill in the 
Gulf of Mexico and pledged 
yesterday to end a "cozy rela¬ 
tionship" between the oil in¬ 
dustry and federal regulators 
that he said had extended into 
his own administration. 

Obama said he shared the 
"anger and frustration" felt by 
many Americans, and he ac¬ 
knowledged differing esti¬ 
mates about just how di¬ 
sastrous the damage from the 
leak could become. He said the 
administration’s response has 
"always been geared toward 
the possibility of a catastrophic 
event." 

As Obama spoke in the 
White House Rose Garden, un¬ 
dersea robots in the Gulf tried 
to thread a small tube into the 
jagged pipe that is spewing oil 
into the water. The blown-out 
well has pumped out more 
than 4 million gallons of crude.

He said he would not be 
satisfied until the leak was 
stopped, the spill was cleaned 
up and all claims were paid. 

Yesterday the president an¬ 
nounced there would be more 
stringent environmental re¬ 
views, too. 

The Interior Department 
said those will focus on 
whether the Minerals Manage¬ 
ment Service is following all 
environmental laws before is¬ 
suing permits for offshore oil 
and gas development. 


BAGHDAD, Iraq (AP) — Al 
Qaeda in Iraq’s new leader 
warned Shiites yesterday that 
"dark days soaked with blood" 
lie ahead and that a new cam¬ 
paign of attacks was under 
way. 

The warning comes just 
days after Iraq was wracked by 
the worst attack this year, a se¬ 
ries of coordinated bombings 
and assassinations that killed 
119 people — most of them 
Shiites and members of the se¬ 
curity forces — across 10 cities. 

The Iraqi insurgent um¬ 
brella group, the Islamic State 
of Iraq, named al-Nasser 
Lideen Allah Abu Suleiman as 
its new minister of war, replac¬ 
ing the Egyptian Abu Ayyub 
al-Masri, killed in a U.S.-Iraqi 
military strike on a safe house 
in April. The ISI counts al 
Qaeda as one of its member 
groups. 

"Wait for the long gloomy 
nights and dark days soaked 
with blood," said Abu 
Suleiman, addressing Iraq's 
"polytheistic rejecters," an in¬ 
sulting term for Shiites com¬ 
mon among extremist Sunnis. 
"What is happening to you 


nowadays is just a drizzle." 

He spoke in an audio 
recording posted on militant 
websites yesterday. 

One of the major doctrinal 
disputes between Sunnis and 
Shiites can be traced back to 
the first three rulers of the 
Muslim community after the 
Prophet Muhammad. Shiites 
reject those first three succes¬ 
sors as illegitimate. 

Al Qaeda attacks on Shiite 
shrines in 2006 plunged the 
country into a bloody cycle of 
mutual sectarian attacks. A 
measure of fragile calm, how¬ 
ever, has returned to Iraq in the 
past two years. 

There are fears that with the 
new rounds of attacks, mostly 
targeting Shiites, al Qaeda is 
hoping to provoke a backlash 
against Sunnis and re-ignite 
the sectarian warfare that 
brought the country to the 
brink of civil war. 

Abu Suleiman promised to 
"continue the path of jihad" 
and said his warriors had al¬ 
ready begun "a new campaign 
of attacks on security and mil¬ 
itary checkpoints in Baghdad 
and elsewhere."

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Facebook Unveils New 
Security Features 



Facebook took the wraps off 
Thursday on two new secu¬ 
rity features aimed at protect¬ 
ing users from phishers and 
other online scammers. 

"At Facebook, we're con¬ 
stantly working on new ways 
to protect you from scams 
and help you keep your ac¬ 
count and information se¬ 
cure," wrote Lev Popov , a 
Facebook software engineer, 
in a blog post late on Thurs¬ 
day afternoon. 

"Today, we're announcing 
some new tools and systems 
designed to keep the bad 
guys out and keep you 
abreast of suspicious activity 
so you can quickly take ac¬ 
tion to correct it," Popov 
wrote. 

One of the new features, 
now available to all Face- 
book users, is designed to 
allow users to approve the 
devices they use to log in and 
then be notified whenever 
their account is accessed 
from a device they haven't 
approved, Popov wrote. 
(Users can access the new 
feature under the Account 
Settings page.) 

For instance, if a user lists 
her work desktop, her laptop 
and her iPhone , and then 


someone tries to log onto her 
page from a different ma¬ 
chine, security will be trig¬ 
gered. 

The user will be notified 
that another system has been 
used to try to access her ac¬ 
count. They'll also receive in¬ 
formation on how to reset 
their password and secure the 
account. 

Facebook also is taking 
steps to block suspicious lo¬ 
gons. 

"When we see that some¬ 
one is trying to access your 
account from an unusual de¬ 
vice, we'll ask the person to 
answer an additional verifica¬ 
tion question to prove his or 
her identity as the real ac¬ 
count owner," Popov wrote. 

"For example, we might 
ask the person to enter a birth 
date, identify a friend in a 
photo or answer a security 
question if you've previously 
provided one. These ques¬ 
tions are designed to be easy 
for you, and hard for a bad 
guy, and we've already seen 
some great results," he wrote. 

The security announce¬ 
ment doesn't appear to be re¬ 
lated to the company meeting 
that Facebook called, also on 
Thursday, to discuss its re¬ 
cent privacy issues. 

In an e-mail to Comput- 
erworld this morning, a 
Facebook spokesman con¬ 
firmed that the company 
will hold a meeting to dis¬ 
cuss privacy concerns 
raised by individuals and 
lawmakers , but he would 
not say whether executives 
are looking to make changes 
to the site's highly con¬ 
tentious privacy policies. 


Rumor: BlackBerry Tablet Coming 
This Year?

The news is buzzing as a leak 
from Hon Hai Precision In¬ 
dustry Co. Ltd. (via IntoMo- 
bile) states that it has 
received an order from Re¬ 
search in Motion for an 8.9- 
inch tablet. Hon Hai 
Precision Industry Co. Ltd, 
an Asian component supply 
company, is the same com¬ 
pany that produces the Kin¬ 
dle for Amazon. 

The sources state that the 
device will be able to sync 
with your other BlackBerry 
devices, making it a “com¬ 
panion device” similar to the 
canceled Palm Foleo. 

According to Boy Genius 
Report, the tablet will not 


have any cellular networking 
built in and will therefore rely 
on the Bluetooth or the built 
in Wi-Fi to tether to your 
Blackberry Smartphone. The 
device is designed for multi- 
media like emailing and web 
browsing and may even in¬ 
clude GPS. 

The BlackBerry tablet, co- 
denamed “Cobalt,” will be 
challenged coming into the 
market so late with the Apple 
iPad already on the market 
and with other tablets from 
Asus, Android, HTC and 
other companies already on 
their way.

World's Lizards Under Threat from 
Climate Change 



Lizards may like to laze 
around in the sun, but a hotter 
planet is bad news for these 
reptiles, a new study sug¬ 
gests. 

A major survey of lizard 
populations worldwide has 
found an alarming pattern of 
population extinctions attrib¬ 
utable to rising temperatures. 
If current extinction trends 
continue, 20 percent of all 
lizard species could go ex¬ 
tinct by 2080, the new study 
found. 

The current and projected 
losses are directly attributed 
to climate warming since 
1975, according to the study, 


Moms can bring comfort, 
even at a distance, a new 
study finds. 

The results show simply 
hearing mom's voice over the 
phone works just as well at 
calming nerves of stressed 
children as does a real-life pat 
on the shoulder. 

The soothing effect is 
likely due to the release of the 
hormone oxytocin in the 
brain, the researchers say. 
This "love hormone" is 
known to quell stress, and is 


which is detailed in the 
May 14 issue of the 
journal Science. 

"We did a lot of work 
on the ground to vali¬ 
date the model and 
show that the [current] 
extinctions are the result 
of climate change," said 
Barry Sinervo, an ecol¬ 
ogist and evolutionary 
biologist at the Univer¬ 
sity of California, Santa 
Cruz. "None of these are 
due to habitat loss. 
These sites are not dis¬ 
turbed in any way, and 
most of them are in na¬ 
tional parks or other 
protected areas." 

Although the researchers' 
predictions for 2080 could 
change if humans are able to 
slow global climate change, it 
does appear that lizards have 
crossed a threshold for ex¬ 
tinctions - and that their sharp 
decline will continue for 
decades at least, the re¬ 
searchers say. 

The researchers estimate 
that 6 percent of lizard 
species will be extinct by 
2050, a number they say is 
unlikely to change because 
the greenhouse gas carbon 
dioxide hangs around in the 
atmosphere for decades. 

While lizards are depend- 


likely involved in social 
bonding, including that be¬ 
tween a mother and a child. 

Previous work has re¬ 
vealed this hormone was re¬ 
leased during physical 
contact from mom. 

"But it's clear from these re¬ 
sults that a mother's voice can 
have the same effect as a hug, 
even if they're not standing 
there," said study researcher 
Leslie Seltzer, a biological an¬ 
thropologist at the University 
of Wisconsin-Madison. 


ent on basking in the sun to 
warm up, if the temperature 
is too hot, lizards overheat 
and retreat into the shade, and 
then they can't hunt for food, 
Sinervo said. 

Detailed surveys of 48 
lizard populations from 200 
different sites in Mexico from 
1975 to 2009 indicate the 
temperature in those regions 
has changed too rapidly for 
the lizards to keep pace. Sim¬ 
ilar results showed up at other 
locations around the world. 
The research team also found 
that climate change is occur¬ 
ring too rapidly for lizards to 
compensate with physiologi¬ 
cal adaptations to higher 
body temperatures by model¬ 
ing extinction risk. 

"How quickly can Earth's 
lizards adapt to the rising 
global temperatures? That's 
the important question," Sin¬ 
ervo said. "We are actually 
seeing lowland species mov¬ 
ing upward in elevation, 
slowly driving upland species 
extinct, and if the upland 
species can't evolve fast 
enough then they're going to 
continue to go extinct." 

Once local populations of 
lizards disappear, entire 
species extinction is not far 
behind, Sinervo said. 

The disappearance of 
lizard populations is likely to 
have repercussions up and 
down the food chain, the re¬ 
searchers noted. Lizards are 
important prey for many 
birds, snakes, and other ani¬ 
mals, and they are important 
predators of insects. 

The global projections are 
based on data on lizard body 
temperatures, historical data 
on the geographic distribu¬ 
tions of different species, de¬ 
tailed past and present 
maximum air temperature 
maps, and climate projec¬ 
tions, which assume a contin¬ 
uation of current trends in 
carbon dioxide emissions 
from human activities.

Herbal Supplements, Warfarin can be hazardous mix 


Wort could all upset bleeding/clotting balance, study 



Garlic, ginkgo, St John's 
found 

People taking the prescrip¬ 
tion blood thinner warfarin 
(Coumadin) may up their risk 
for health complications if 
they also take herbal or non- 
herbal supplements, new re¬ 
search reveals. 

In fact, eight out of the 10 
most popular supplements in 
the United States could spark 
safety concerns with respect to 
warfarin, while also impacting 
the drug's effectiveness. 

"I specifically looked at 
warfarin use, but the real 
issue is that even though 
herbal supplements fall under 
the category of food, and 
they're not regulated like pre¬ 
scription drugs, they still 
have the effects of a drug in 
the body,” cautioned study 
author Jennifer L. Strohecker, 
a clinical pharmacist at Inter¬ 
mountain Medical Center in 
Salt Lake City. 

"Warfarin is a very high- 
risk medication, which can be 
associated with severe conse¬ 
quences when it's not man¬ 
aged properly," she added. 
"However, warfarin is de¬ 


rived from a plant, 
sweet clover. In fact, 
many of our prescrip¬ 
tion drugs came from 
plants. So, it's very 
important for patients 
to recognize that just 
because an herb is 
marketed not like a 
prescription drug 
[that] doesn't mean it 
doesn't have similar 
effects in the body." 

To gauge how 
these products might interact 
with warfarin, the researchers 
ranked the 20 most popular 
herbals and 20 most popular 
non-herbal supplements 
based on 2008 sales data, and 
then looked at how their use 
affected both clotting ten¬ 
dency and bleeding. 

More than half of the 
herbal and non-herbal sup¬ 
plements were found to have 
either an indirect or direct im¬ 
pact on warfarin. Nearly two- 
thirds of all the supplements 
were found to raise the risk 
for bleeding among patients 
taking the blood thinner, 


while more than one-third 
hampered the effectiveness of 
the medication. 

An increase in bleeding 
risk was specifically linked to 
the use of cranberry, garlic, 
ginkgo and saw palmetto 
supplements, the team said. 

Glucosamine/chondroitin, 
essential fatty acids, multi¬ 
herb products, evening prim¬ 
rose oil, co-enzyme Q10, soy, 
melatonin, ginseng and St. 
John's wort all affected war¬ 
farin's effectiveness so much 
so that they prompted a need 
for adjustments in the drug's 
prescribed dosage. 

"I'm not against herbal 


supplement use at all," Stro¬ 
hecker stressed. "But physi¬ 
cians need to proactively 
discuss this issue with their 
patients because of the conse¬ 
quences that can occur." 

Dr. Richard L. Page, a car¬ 
diologist and chair of medi¬ 
cine at University of 
Wisconsin, Madison, and 
president of the Heart 
Rhythm Society, believes the 
larger problem here is poor 
patient-doctor communica¬ 
tion. 

"Doctors don't always 
know what their patients are 
taking," he said. "Supple¬ 
ments may perform a very 
good service. Or they may 
not be providing the sort of 
care that patients are looking 
for when they're essentially 
self-medicating. And where 
this becomes especially im¬ 
portant is that these supple¬ 
ments can interact with the 
prescription drugs that your 
doctor may be giving you." 

"This report is important," 
Page said, "because they look 
at a very common drug, war¬ 
farin, which has a narrow 
therapeutic window. Which 


means too much is bad cause 
you bleed, and too little is 
bad because it won’t do the 
job of thinning the blood that 
you want. So the bottom line 
is, be careful of adding new 
supplements if you are on ex¬ 
isting prescription medica¬ 
tions, and talk to your doctor 
if you do." 

A representative of the 
supplements industry took a 
slightly different view. 

Duffy MacKay, vice pres¬ 
ident of scientific and regula¬ 
tory affairs for the 
D.C.-based Council for Re¬ 
sponsible Nutrition, the lead¬ 
ing dietary supplement 
industry trade association, 
said that, "the issue here is re¬ 
ally more with warfarin." 

"It's just a very sensitive 
medication," he said. "War¬ 
farin itself has a huge list of 
drugs, foods and over-the- 
counters that it interacts with. 
If you take too much or too lit¬ 
tle, it can become dangerous." 

"So it's sort of a form of 
sensationalism to suggest that 
here you have this situation 
with dietary supplements 
specifically," MacKay added.

Stocks tumble on worries about 
European growth 


NEW YORK - Stocks 
dropped again yesterday after 
concerns grew that the deep 
spending cuts under Europe’s 
bailout plan could slow a 
global recovery. The euro 
dropped to a 19-month low. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average fell 175 points in after¬ 
noon trading following a slide 
of more than 3 percent in Eu¬ 
ropean markets. Investors 
seeking safety piled into Trea- 
surys, the dollar and gold, 
which hit another record. 
Crude oil sank 4 percent, and 
an indicator of stock market 
volatility jumped. 

Currency traders have been 
moving out of the euro through¬ 
out the week because of con¬ 
cerns that cost-cutting measures 
in countries like Greece, Spain 
and Portugal would slow the 
economy on the continent and 
elsewhere. Now stock investors 
are also looking at those same 
problems. 

"Clearly the action in the 
euro is reflecting the fact that 
at least currency investors 
don’t think the bailout plan 
plus the austerity measures are 
sufficient," said Uri Landes- 
man, president of Platinum 
Partners in New York. "The 
euro is leading the market 
down." 

There were also concerns 
about corporate profits. Shares 
of credit card companies tum¬ 
bled after the Senate voted to 
force them to reduce fees for 
debit card transactions. Visa 
fell 10.1 percent, while Mas¬ 
tercard lost 8.6 percent. 

Earlier in the week, stocks 


rose sharply after a nearly $1 
trillion rescue package was 
launched by the European 
Union and International Mo¬ 
netary Fund in hopes of con¬ 
taining a debt crisis in Greece. 

But the glow from the 
bailout package has faded 
throughout the week, pushing 
the euro down sharply against 
the dollar. The spike in the dol¬ 
lar has hit the prices for oil and 
other commodities, hurting 
major U.S. energy and materi¬ 
als companies. 

Investors now worry that 
the spending cuts in Europe 
being called for in the bailout 
package will curtail the ability 
of weaker countries like Spain 
and Portugal to grow their way 
out of a recession. More strikes 
are expected in Spain and 
Greece as workers protest cuts 
in pensions and other public 
spending. 

The euro, which is used by 
16 countries, slid as low as 
$1.2359 in New York, its 
weakest point since October 
2008. The euro has dropped 
more than 6 percent since the 
beginning of the month and is 
close to its lowest level in four 
years. 

In early afternoon trading, 
the Dow fell 175.11, or 1.6 
percent, to 10,607.84. It had 
been down as much as 241 
points. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index lost 22.55, or 2 percent, 
to 1,134.89, while the Nasdaq 
composite index fell 56.14, or 
2.3 percent, to 2,338.22. 

Stocks extended losses 
from Thursday, when the Dow 


fell about 114 points. A lack¬ 
luster report on weekly jobless 
claims and a disappointing 
forecast from department store 
Kohl’s drove major indexes 
lower. A slide in the euro also 
hit the market late in the day. 

Treasurys jumped, pushing 
down yields. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note fell to 3.44 percent from 
3.53 percent late Thursday. 

The Chicago Board Options 
Exchange’s Volatility Index — 
known as the market's fear 
gauge, jumped 18.1 percent. 

Gold hit a record of 
$1,249.70 an ounce before re¬ 
treating to $1,227.50. 

Crude oil fell $2.56 to 
$71.84 per barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 

Investors looked past im¬ 
proved reports on April retail 
sales and industrial production. 

The Commerce Department 
said sales rose 0.4 percent in 
April. That was double the 
forecast by economists polled 
by Thomson Reuters. It was 
the seventh straight monthly 
rise in sales, providing hope 
that a consumer rebound will 
hold and help the economy 
grow. 

The Federal Reserve said 
industrial production rose 0.8 
percent in April, better than the 
0.6 percent growth forecast by 
economists. It was the biggest 
jump in output from the na¬ 
tion's factories, mines and util¬ 
ities since January. 

Manufacturing growth has 
been steady in recent months 
as the sector plays a leading 
role in the domestic recovery. 


Gov't data show solid recovery but 
concerns remain 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
economy is being boosted by 
higher retail sales, stronger 
factory output and a rise in 
companies' stockpiles. 

That picture emerged from 
reports yesterday pointing to 
an economy that's improving 
modestly but steadily after the 
worst recession in decades. Yet 
the recovery needs stronger job 
creation, and it remains under 
pressure from fears that Eu¬ 
rope's debt crisis could slow 
the U.S. economy. 

"The decent gains in payroll 
employment in recent months 
have improved the outlook for 
spending," said Paul Dales, an 
economist at Capital Econom¬ 
ics. But Dales said he expects 
a sub-par recovery because of 
high unemployment, tight 
credit and still-high debt loads. 

Consumers drove retail 
sales up 0.4 percent last month. 
The gain was less than the 2.1 
percent growth in March. But 


that surge was boosted by an 
early Easter holiday and auto 
incentives. 

Shoppers are closely 
watched because their spend¬ 
ing accounts for 70 percent of 
economic activity. It rose in the 
first three months of this year 
at the fastest pace in three 
years, according to the Com¬ 
merce Department report. 

Industrial production also 
climbed in April, posting an 
0.8 percent gain. Factories, the 
biggest slice of industrial ac¬ 
tivity, ratcheted up output by a 
brisk 1 percent for a second 
straight month, the Federal Re¬ 
serve report showed. Manufac¬ 
turers have played a leading 
role in powering the recovery. 
They are boosting production 
because companies are starting 
to restore their depleted stock¬ 
piles of goods. 

As evidence of that trend, 
business inventories grew for a 
third straight month in March, 


Commerce said in a separate 
report. Inventories rose 0.4 
percent. And total business 
sales gained 2.3 percent — the 
sixth straight increase and the 
best showing in four months. 

Still, consumers and busi¬ 
nesses appear less confident 
than in previous recoveries. 
Complicating the outlook is 
the uncertainty in Europe. Yes¬ 
terday, investors looked past 
three mostly positive govern¬ 
ment reports on the U.S. econ¬ 
omy and focused instead on 
the growing debt crisis over¬ 
seas. The Dow Jones industrial 
average fell more than 200 
points in midday trading. 

Driving retail sales was a 
6.9 percent rise in spending at 
hardware stores. That was 
nearly as strong as the March 
increase in that sector. A spree 
of home-buying this spring 
aided by a tax credit that ex¬ 
pired last month likely led to 
more home improvements.

ZURICH, Switzerland - 
Former Netherlands captain 
Ruud Gullit has promised 
the greenest World Cup 
ever, including two million 
free bicycles for fans, if his 
country and Belgium win 
the right to stage the 2018 
or 2022 World Cups. 

The two-nation delega¬ 
tion, also including Johan 
Cruyff and former Belgium 
international Paul van 
Himst, emphasised their 
point by arriving at the 
headquarters of FIFA, soc¬ 
cer's world governing body, 
on bicycles for Friday's bid 
handover ceremony. 

Australia kicked off the 
proceedings in which the 
nine candidates handed over 
the so-called ’bid book', a 
huge document containing 
details of their plans for 
hosting the event, to FIFA 
president Sepp Blatter. 

They were followed by 
England, with David Beck¬ 
ham presenting the docu¬ 
ment to Blatter, and 
Netherlands/Belgium. 

FIFA will decide the 
hosts for both tournaments 
on Dec 2 and the 2018 fi¬ 
nals are widely expected to 
go to a European country. 

Australia, England, 
Japan, Netherlands/Belgium, 
Russia, Spain/Portugal and 
the United States are bidding 
for the 2018 or 2022 finals 
while Qatar and South Korea 
are bidding for the finals in 
2022 only. 

Blatter said joint bids 
would be treated with the 
same consideration as single 
bids. 

"We will not make a dif¬ 
ference if there is a combined 
bid or a single bid," he said, 
having in the past been 
quoted as saying bids with

Most delegations turned 
up in limousines but the 
Dutch and Belgians, led by 
former Netherlands and AC 
Milan forward Gullit, made a 


more unorthodox entry. 

"It will be the green¬ 
est World Cup ever with 
an environment protec¬ 
tion plan the world has 
never seen before," said 
Gullit, who is president 
of the bid. 

"The games will be 
played in 14 truly green 
stadiums. The compact¬ 
ness of our countries is a 
great asset — due to the 
short distance the next 
game is never far away 
and we will offer the 
fans a network of free 
public transport and two 
million free bikes. 

"In the Low Coun¬ 
tries, everyone can go to 
the stadiums by bike, 
just like we arrived this 
morning." 

Beckham emphasised 
England's passion for 
football and the coun¬ 
try's cultural diversity. 

"Football runs 

through our veins," he 
told Blatter in his 
speech. "We are all 
brought up on it. 

"As a player nothing 
could possibly beat 
playing in front of your 
own fans in your own 
country at the World 
Cup." 

POLITICAL HEAVY¬ 
WEIGHTS 

Other countries brought 
on political heavyweights, 
with First Deputy Prime Min¬ 
ister Igor Shuvalov represent¬ 
ing Russia and Sheikh 
Mohammed bin Hamad bin 
Khalifa al-Thani, son of the 
Emir of Qatar, putting the 
case for the Middle East 
country. 

"We consider it a great 
privilege to be representing 
the Middle East," said Al- 


Thani, whose country has 
promised to build 12 air-con¬ 
ditioned stadiums if it wins. 

"It's a first for the region. 
If we are awarded the World 
Cup, rest assured that the im¬ 
print left on our area of the 
world would be everlasting. 

"In the same way that the 
World Cup is set to open its 
doors to Africa later this year, 
we hope that they will open 
to the Middle East in 2022." 

Shuvalov said: "In hosting 
the World Cup, it is our entire 
country as well as our foot-

Cavs, LeBron's futures uncertain 
after loss 



CLEVELAND - No ring. 
And, maybe, no King. 

Now that Cleveland's 
NBA championship dreams 
have vanished, a cold, bitter 
truth has settled over a fran¬ 
chise and sports-tortured 
city in need of a hug. 

A stunning loss to the 
Boston Celtics in the second 
round of the playoffs has 
hastened a summer that 
came quicker than anyone 
imagined, and opened up 
the possibility of a major 
shakeup as two-time MVP 
LeBron James prepares for 
free agency. 

Cleveland had the 
league's best record for the 
second straight regular sea¬ 
son but was exposed as an 
incomplete team by the 
Celtics, who beat them in 
six games. 

The Cleveland Cavaliers 
are keeping coach Mike 
Brown — for now. 

Team owner Dan Gilbert 
refuted a report Friday that 
Brown had been fired. 

"That's not true," he said 
during a news conference. 
"We are right now just 
going through the evalua¬ 
tion process." 

He said the team expects 
to have answers in the next 
week to 10 days. 

"I don't think it's a secret 
coaching is one of the 
things we'll look at," Gilbert 
said. 

Brown was the league's 
coach of the year last season 
when the Cavs won 66 


games. Cleveland lost to 
Orlando in the conference 
finals, however, and it was 
assumed Brown would have 
to get the team closer to a 
championship to keep his 
job. 

Instead, the Cavs re¬ 
gressed. But Gilbert insisted 
the team didn't quit against 
Boston. 


"It's one of those things 
that you can't believe it after 
it's happened," Gilbert said. 
"I feel bad for the fans more 
than anybody." 

The loss opened up the 
possibility of a major 
shakeup as two-time MVP 
LeBron James prepares for 
free agency. 

The LeBron watch began 
at 10:53 p.m. Thursday, 
when Rondo dribbled out 
the last 14 seconds and the 
Celtics began celebrating 
their 4-2 victory in the best- 
of-seven series. 

James is eligible to opt 
out of his contract this sum¬ 
mer, a move that would 
make the two-time MVP — 
and zero-time NBA cham¬ 
pion — a free agent and set 
off a scramble for his serv¬ 
ices from New York to 
Miami to Los Angeles and, 
of course, back in Cleve¬ 
land. 

"Of course, we fully be¬ 
lieve that, sweepstakes, in 
the running, whatever, I 
think this is the best fran¬ 
chise for him to play at," 
Gilbert said.

‘A great rider keeps a good horse out 
of trouble’ 



Super Saver 


BALTIMORE (AP)—A 

jockey can change what he 
does from race to race, but 
not who he is. 

Even before Calvin Borel 
knew how to ride a horse, he 
knew exactly where he 
planned to ride nearly every 
one of them—along the rail, 
if only because it’s the short¬ 
est way around every oval. 
Never mind that even a single 
slip-up down at the bottom of 
the racetrack can ruin your 
day, not to mention the rest of 
your life. Borel made peace 
with that risk-reward factor a 
long time ago. 

So if nothing else, that 
should make this Preakness a 
true test of just how great a 
rider he has become. Because 
no matter how loud his in¬ 
stincts are screaming, the last 
place Borel plans to be late 
Saturday afternoon is in that 
well-worn groove. 

“It’s a different style, I 
guess,” Borel said about his 
bread-and-butter tactic. “But 
you have to have the horse to 
get through there. At 
Churchill Downs, you can be 
along the rail. Somewhere 
else, you don’t want to be 
along the rail, no sir.” 

And what about here at 
Pimlico? 

Borel looked up and 
slowly shook his head from 
side to side, almost mourn¬ 
fully. 

“No, sir,” he said. 

At midday Friday, several 
hundred fans were lined up in 
the grandstand at Pimlico for 
an autograph session featur¬ 
ing Borel, a half-dozen other 
Preakness riders, and the 


same number of former great 
female jockeys. Being a 
celebrity is still new to Borel, 
who at age 43 is closing in on 
5,000 career wins, yet was 
largely ignored by elite own¬ 
ers and trainers until almost 
four years ago. 

In short order, he rode 
Street Sense to victories in 
the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile in 
the fall of 2006 and then 
again the following spring in 
the Kentucky Derby. Since 
then, Borel has wrapped his 
hands around nearly every 
big prize in sight: two more 
Derbys, a Preakness and the 
Kentucky Oaks aboard filly 
Rachel Alexandra. 

Still in the saddle atop 
Super Saver and fresh off his 
latest Derby win, he guaran¬ 
teed the big bay colt would 
end thoroughbred racing’s 
32-year wait for another 
Triple Crown champion. 

“He’s the 'now guy’, 
there’s no question about 
that,” said D. Wayne Lukas, 
who will send Dublin to the 
post and leads all active train¬ 
ers with 13 Triple Crown 
wins. “He’s riding with such 
confidence. He’s always been 
very confident, but he’s rid¬ 
ing with extreme confidence 
right now. He thinks he’s in¬ 
vincible.” 

The funny thing is Borel 
felt that way almost from the 
beginning. He grew up in that 
part of Louisiana known as 
Cajun country, which also 
produced jockeys Randy 
Romero, Kent Desormeaux, 
and Shane Sellers. His 
brother, Cecil, was 12 years 
older and already training 


when the only duty Calvin 
could be entrusted with was 
walking horses around the 
barn. One day, Cecil started 
lining up barrels in Calvin’s 
path, forcing his kid brother 
and the horses to go wider 
and wider. 

“I was taught everything 
before I knew how to really 
ride and before I even got on 
a horse,” he said. “That 
helped me a lot, made me 
come a long way.” 

Most trainers consider 
jockeys a necessary evil, one 
step up the evolutionary lad¬ 
der from the beasts they ride. 
Some trainers, though, aren’t 
convinced it’s a full step. 

“There’s no use giving 
them instructions,” the late 
Hall of Famer Charlie Whit- 
tingham once complained, 
“because by the time they go 
from the paddock to the race 
track, they’ve already forgot¬ 
ten them. There’s a reason 
why jockeys wear size 3 1/2 
hats.” 

But Borel gets more re¬ 
spect than most. 

Trainer Bob Baffert, who 
will saddle Lookin At Lucky 
and has won eight Triple 
Crown races himself, had no 
problem switching jockeys 
from Garrett Gomez in the 
Derby to Martin Garcia here. 
But when a rider is at the top 
of his game— the way Borel 
is at the moment—even 
topflight trainers know 
enough to keep those instruc¬ 
tions to a minimum. 

“Some guys try riding 
down there, bump off the rail 
and don’t go back. It takes 
real nerve, but he’s got a 
knack where he can really get 
a horse to really relax. Calvin 
just gets that loop and gives it 
this,” Baffert paused, pre¬ 
tending he was holding the 
reins, “and next thing you 
know they’re just galloping 
along free and easy. 

“The definition of a great 
rider is a guy who keeps a 
good horse out of trouble. A 
lot of guys don’t learn that 
until they get older. They get 
that confidence going and it 
translates to the horse. They 
feel fear. They feel when 
you’re scared. But Calvin is 
fearless,” Baffert added. 
“He’s like that guy from 
Avatar. He just plugs in and 
goes wherever he wants.” 

Stopping Borel from 
doing just that is practically 
the mission statement for all 
the other riders in this race. 
The scuttle on the backstretch 
barely 24 hours from post 
time is that Desormeaux, a 
fellow Cajun who will ride 
Paddy O’Prado, will do most 
of the early work.

Garnett, Nelson fueled by lost 
time in East finals 


ORLANDO, Fla. (AP)— 
They were superstars in suits. 

Boston’s Kevin Garnett 
and Orlando’s Jameer Nel¬ 
son, sidelined with injuries in 
last year’s second-round 
playoff series, were dimin¬ 
ished to spectators on the 
bench. The feisty competitors 
could only make their pres¬ 
ence known through words. 

“We were talking so much 
trash to each other, it felt like 
we were in the game,” Nelson 
said. “Probably the whole en¬ 
tire game, I’d say 65 percent of 
it actually, we spent looking 
down at each other’s bench 
talking trash to each other.” 

Anything to feel a part of 
the playoffs. 

The injuries to each last 
season, in their own ways, be¬ 
came the symbol of why their 
teams fell short. Now healthy 
and playing their best basket¬ 
ball of the season, both get a 
shot at redemption when the 
Celtics and Magic meet in the 
Eastern Conference finals be¬ 
ginning Sunday. 

“I’m quite sure he’s feeling 
the same way I’m feeling,” 
Nelson said. “I have a chip on 
my shoulder, and I’m going to 
go out there and try to seize 
this moment because there’s 


nothing promised to you.” 

Last year proved that. 

They were hit hard with in¬ 
juries last February after making 
the All-Star team. The injury to 
Garnett’s right knee led to sur¬ 
gery to remove bone spurs in the 
summer; Nelson tore the labmm 
in his right shoulder and had 
what was then-called season¬ 
ending surgery. 

Garnett, the centerpiece of 
Boston’s 2008 championship, 
was out for the playoffs, 
crushing the Celtics’ dreams 
of a repeat. They lost to the 
Magic in seven games. 

The Big Ticket was slowed 
again by the knee and other 
injuries this season. But Gar¬ 
nett has regained his rhythm 
in the past few months, and he 
averaged 18.8 points per 
game in Boston’s series win 
over LeBron James and the 
Cleveland Cavaliers. 

“Over the course of the 
season, I’ve been fortunate to 
be healthy, and I can honestly 
say each month I’ve gotten 
stronger,” Garnett said. “I 
don’t know, the playoffs 
come around, it’s time to pick 
it up another notch and that’s 
all I’ve been trying to do. 
Nothing more than that, less 
than that.”

'Law & Order' is canceled by NBC 


NEW YORK - The venera¬ 
ble police-courtroom drama 
"Law & Order” has been 
axed. 

NBC announced Friday 
that the show would end its 
historic 20-year run on May 
24. 

The show starred an en¬ 
semble cast of S. Epatha 
Merkerson, Jeremy Sisto, 
Anthony Anderson, Linus 
Roache, Alana De La Garza 
and Sam Waterston. 

Even as it canceled the 
original ”Law & Order," 
NBC announced a new 
drama in the "Law & Order" 


franchise called "LOLA" 
("Law & Order: Los Ange¬ 
les"). It will also renew "Law 
& Order: Special Victims 
Unit" for a 12th season. 

NBC’s full 2010-11 sched¬ 
ule will be officially released 
Sunday. 

The abrupt end of "Law & 
Order" could be explained by 
sagging ratings and creative 
fatigue, but a renewal had 
been widely expected 
nonetheless. Then, on Thurs¬ 
day, a flurry of reports de¬ 
clared the series to be 
doomed. NBC refused to 
confirm the reports. Negotia¬ 


tions were said to be contin¬ 
uing. 

Jeff Gaspin, chairman of 
NBC Universal Television, 
said the legacy of "Law & 
Order" creator-producer Dick 
Wolf "will continue to make 
an impact like no other series 
before." 

But the cancellation de¬ 
nies Wolf his long-held 
dream of surpassing "Gun- 
smoke" as TV's longest-run¬ 
ning drama. 

"Never complain, never 
explain," he said in a state¬

Round-the-world girl sailor in final countdown 


SYDNEY - Australia’s 
round-the-world schoolgirl 
sailor Jessica Watson began 
her final stretch to Sydney 
Friday, where she is expected 
to be greeted by ecstatic 
crowds as she ends a remark¬ 
able seven-month voyage. 

Watson, 16, was treated to 
her first familiar face in more 
than 200 days when manager 
Bruce Arms sailed his cata¬ 
maran to meet her in waters 
outside Sydney early Friday. 

Arms, the teenage sailor's 
mentor, brought his boat 
close enough to blow Watson 
a kiss, but was careful to keep 


his distance so she can pre¬ 
serve her claim as the 
youngest person to circum¬ 
navigate the globe solo and 
without help. 

Watson said she was so 
excited about seeing Arms 
and sailing the last few miles 
(kilometres) into Sydney that 
she couldn't sleep. 

"I can’t believe how fast 
this last week has gone," the 
teenager wrote on her blog on 
Thursday night. 

"Have I mentioned how 
excited I am? It’s like the day 
before Christmas except I 
don’t ever remember getting 


this excited about Christ¬ 
mas." 

She is expected to cross 
the finish line before noon 
Saturday and will take her 
first steps on land in almost 
seven months at the Sydney 
Opera House, three days be¬ 
fore her 17th birthday and 
one month ahead of schedule. 

Although the World Speed 
Sailing Council will not 
recognise Watson's record, as 
its minimum age is 18, the 
210-day voyage will make her 
the youngest person to ever 
sail solo and non-stop around 
the world without help.
